This unit 
will increase the filtering capacity 
of the H arrisb urg plant by more 
than 335,000 gallons per day

Aneurin Bevan. the left wing fire 
brand and ‘'American hater” and 
in right wing veteran Herbert Mor­ 
rison. 
But Gaitskell was the heavy 
favorite. 
The moderate Attlee did not want 
to step down until the rivalries for 
his succession hail sorted them ­ 
selves out 
But he turns 73 on 
Jan. 
3 and he suffered a mild 
stroke last summer. 
The Socialists, under his leader­ 
ship. v ent down to painful defeat 
under the onslaught of Sir Anthony 
E den’s Conservative party in the 
May 26 elections. 
So today the 
weary Attice packed it up and left 
it to younger men. 
By tradition, Attlee will bt* of­ 
fered an earldom —an ironic reward
